Rebuilding an Old House at a New Site 


Dismantled materials reek of period atmosphere, so find an artisan who can stand the smell.

riginal materials are the most reliable way to 

recreate the look, feel, and smell of period 

work at a new site. The veracity and presence 
of finished historic work is practically impossible to 
counterfeit in new construction. Historic structures 
are rich with eloquent character, unique craftsmanship, 
and proven coherent design and they are often available 
for virtually nothing as developers try to find decent 
homes for them. 

As long as we have real estate development, we 
will have a steady supply of sound historic structures 
that are condemned only because they are in the 
wrong place at the wrong time. Moving these 
structures intact, as the original builders’ generation 
often did, has become difficult because of traffic and 
overhead wires. To identify issues critical to 
successfully acquiring and dismantling а period 
structure and reestablishing It at à new site, we 
consulted with William Gould of Pomfret Center, 
Conn., a preservationist who specializes in relocating 
period buildings. 

Gould believes that the building contractor and 
dismantler should be one and the same. Dismantling 
a complete structure for rebuilding at a new site is a 
skill-intensive operation that involves meticulously 
documented deconstruction of the original for the 
specific purpose of acquiring sufficient material to 
meet the needs of the customer for historic veracity. 
The dismantler will assess the potential of the 
materials, and should understand and share the 
owners vision for the new structure. The most reliable 
way to recreate the work of time and the original 
artisans 15 to incorporate as many sound framing, 
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AN EXPENSIVE PILE OF JUNK 


The only way to preserve the integrity of dismantled 
historic structures and control costs is to adhere to the 
most rigorous standards for documentation and storage. 
Even if it ts purchased for practically nothing, a period 
structure is not cheap. 

Gould estimates the cost of properly dismantling, 
labeling, and storing a modest two-story structure at 
$35,000 and up. It is very important that the materials 
be properly stored to prevent rot or warp, either of which 
can occur in short periods of time. Incoherent labeling 
systems can also render the material useless. 

Gould was once hired to redocument and inventory a 
confused and poorly labeled dismantled structure, at a 
cost of $9,000 to the client. 

_ Ie doesnt pay to cut corners, whether the dismantled 
material is to be stored for two months or two decades. To 
make sure that the material stays labeled until needed, 
Gould affixes color-coded vinyl tags to each piece in an 
unobtrusive spot. | 

.. Just like new goods, stored dismantled materials must 
be carefully stickered, protected from the elements, and 
well ventilated. They can be safely stored outdoors, on 
bunks, and under tarps, but the coverings must be 
diligently rigged and vigilantly maintained. Gould has 
reserved dismantled structures for decades at a time 
by following these procedures.

finish, and sheathing elements as the structure will 
yield. Some elements will be lost to time and attrition, 
and the final yield of the building will not be known 
until the undamaged original fabric that lies beneath 
any modern finishes is discovered. Dismantling is 
itself a work of interpretation and discovery of what 
is essential to the recreation of the structure at the 
new site. T he builder is limited to installing what the 
dismantler furnishes. The final scope of the project 
will therefore not be established until this inventory 
is known. In furnishing this documented inventory, 


After two centuries of gradual settling into its original site, this colonial structure was dismantled and re-established on a 
new, level, monolithic concrete foundation. Some of its “character” may be lost as the demands of new construction plumb and 


straighten its lines. 


Sill beams are commonly damaged after centuries of direct 
contact with masonry near grade. Although generally unseen, 
original framing and underlayment help to determine the 
characteristic lines and bearing of the building. When not 
available, replacements can be devised from period salvage 
and new lumber of native species. 


the dismantler is reading and transcribing a blueprint 
furnished both by time and the original builder. 

Preserving the eloquent character of the original 
fabric in new sound construction takes patience, pas- 
sion, and experience. The building contractor is not 
simply moving the original structure, but is rein- 
terpreting it. Much of the original look and feel of 
historic work derives from the liberties it takes with 
straight, level, and plumb. These deviations, having 
been imposed by time and gravity, may not be con- 
sistent with new construction. 

The new building will most likely be set on a level 
foundation resulting in numerous judgment calls as 
the building takes shape. What, for example, do we do 
with the door that has been recut many times over the 
years to accommodate a settling floor and racked door 
opening? Should the door be rehung or recut again? 
Should the frame be altered or should an attempt be 
made to simulate the dips and deflections of the walls 
and floor, even though the foundation settlement that 
caused them has now been corrected? Should damaged 
framing and sheathing elements be replaced by native 
lumber or select period salvage? Unless the builder is 
determined to address all of the elements that 
contribute to the structure’s expression of its history, 
its story will be lost in the trauma of reconstruction.

Gould notifies the state archaeologist of every signifi- 
cant historic structure he dismantles. The archaeologist 
records and documents the original site and develops an 
archival report. There is no charge to the owner for this 
service. 

No building re-creation is ever truly successful in 
bringing the original back, no matter how respectful, lov- 
ing, and sensitive it is to the original. Because something 
is lost, Gould believes that the owners have a social obli- 
gation to honor and document that loss just as they are 
obliged to document the new structure, obtain permits, 
and conform to code.

It is at the point of purchase, however, that the 
experienced artisan can make the greatest contribu- 
tion to a project. An artisan can confirm that the 
material necessary will be yielded by the structure, 
within budget. A period structure introduces a dis- 
ruptive unpredictability into the construction 
process that requires skilled management from the 
outset. Clients who have been seduced by the beau- 
ty and vulnerability of a condemned historic struc- 
ture and who believe that they are getting a bargain 
may not be fully aware of their peril (see sidebar). 
They are making a decision that will bear heavily on 
the cost and outcome of the project. 

Historic materials lie outside the canon of current 
construction practices, thus only an artisan who has 
had the patience and commitment to develop a nose 
for them can determine their potential. Gould believes 
that the contractor must share the client's vision and 
passion for the historic structure, and be experienced 
enough to furnish reliable costs and schedules. +

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Making An Entrance 


Reviving and streamlining apartment building lobbies and creating illusions of prewar 


construction in postwar confines are the fortes of Ethelind Coblin.

through smartly reworked, calming spaces 
created by the architect Ethelind Coblin. 
Headquartered at a sunny setback near the top of a 
ziggurat Art Deco office spire in Manhattan's teeming

and Connecticut hinterlands to the toniest stretches 
of Manhattan's Upper East Side have benefited from 
her thoughtful approach, which in every neighborhood 
is quite thrifty. 

“She's smart, really organized and creative, has a 
great eye, keeps a tight rein on contractors, and 
determines exactly where its most important to 
spend money and where it matters less,” says a client 
whose riverfront co-op apartment on Manhattan's 
Upper West Side had its lobby rejuvenated by 
Coblin. She spiffed up its surviving elegant details 
(including marble floors scarred by acid cleanings), 
recreated a long-lost vestibule in affordable tubular 
steel (where an unfortunate concrete-and-glass-block 
bunker had long stood), and reframed a long-damaged 
archway in roundels of well-disguised plywood. 

“Didn't it turn out gorgeous?” the client said in a 
recent telephone interview. “And you hear that 
hammering in the background? Now I've got 
Ethelind up here in Westchester, updating my 1969 
ranch house, in Mission style inspired by Greene and 
Greene. She's making the most of the big rooms, the 
high ceilings, the beautiful view, the nice bones that 
are already here.” 


In a 1970s Upper East Side high-rise, Coblin replaced a 
peculiar medley of faux-Chinese fretwork and can track lights 
with fluted piers, beveled-glass and intricately paneled doors, 
transoms, crown molding, diamond-checkerboard marble floor- 


ing, and brass wall sconces with frosted bell shades. Photo by

Coblin is an eager, quick-spoken dynamo with a 
faint trace of an accent from her native Kentucky. 
She squeezes in our interview between client meet- 
ings, yet patiently makes time to explain. each 
resourceful move in every project in her stuffed port- 


folio. "Let's see what else we've got in this magic 
book," she says, poring over another page of startling 
before-and-after transformations. “The places we've 
worked have been so varied, they sum up almost the 
whole history of architecture, from Asian and 
English to Victorian-meets-Empire to Miami-drive- 
thru-meets-Manhattan,” she goes on. "I love coming 
to work in the morning, figuring out how to bring 
back buildings’ beautiful potential.” 


Genetic Predisposition 
Coblin is a second-generation preservation-minded 
architect. Her father designed commercial and insti- 
tutional buildings and helped restore the Old 
Capitol in her hometown of Frankfort, Ky. (The ca. 
1830 Old Capitol was the first Greek Revival struc- 
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ture west of the Appalachians. It now houses the 
state historical society, and has been brought back to 
its 18505 appearance). She was named for, and also 
clearly takes after a bold great-grandmother, who ran 
a finishing school and corresponded with no less a 
luminary than Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. 

Ethelind grew up in a I915 house built by her 
grandfather, a prominent physician. After initially 
trying to follow in his professional footsteps at 
Vanderbilt University, she switched to art history 
and then segued into architecture, acquiring a sec- 
ond undergraduate degree at the University of 
Kentucky. Although she found few fellow sympa- 
thizers there for traditional design, she started seeing 
Robert A.M. Stern's work, which was widely pub- 
lished. “I was drawn right away to the warmth of it, 
of houses as houses should be,” she recalls. A school- 
mate moved north to take a job with Stern himself, 
and Coblin soon followed.

She survived the offices late-1970s layoffs, 
which reduced the staff to three, including Stern 
and herself. During this time, Coblin handled 
pedigreed clients who would request help for 
everything, including repairing tub and sink drains. 
She also took comfortably to the firm’s practice of 
modeling every gable intersection in 3D, with each 
segment razored out by hand. (To this day she 
prefers the pencil to the mouse: "Drawing helps you 
understand the musculature of the building,” she says.) 

She left Stern s employ in 1980 for Philip Johnson 
and John Burgees testy collaboration, wanting to 
tackle larger structures. The partners were engaged in 
a fierce turf war. Coblin remembers: “The firm’s 
name changed practically every week: ‘Philip 
Johnson; ‘Philip Johnson with John Burgee; ‘John 
Burgee with Philip Johnson’ At one point we were 
just answering the phone, Architects.” 

During the battles she was assigned РРС 
headquarters in Pittsburgh, a complex of six Gothic 
pinnacles in a mirrored curtain wall. “АП that 
experience with glass,” she says with a laugh, “came 
in handy on my next job,” at corporate-oriented Fox 
& Fowle. Though she enjoyed much autonomy there 
for five years — handling, for instance, a renovation 
and a low-key addition for a 1929 Georgian school 
by John Russell Pope — she was frustrated by the 
predominance of developers rather than end-users 
among the clientele. In 1989 she leapt into residential- 
oriented solo practice; her first customer was Geoff 
Judge, brother of her co-founding principal, Jennifer 
Judge. Geoff needed help converting a Long Island 
carriage house, a gabled 1907 structure, into a home. 
Six previous owners had tried and failed, succeeding 
only in jamming inappropriate sliding doors into the 
weathered-shingle exterior. 

After scaring away the resident raccoons, Coblin's 
fledgling firm domesticated the building with French 
doors, dormers, arched and bay windows, and a 
wraparound trellis/screened porch with outstretched 
sinuous rafter tips. The firm's signature thriftiness 
with both space and materials became apparent. 
They also carved a skylit grand staircase into the 
houses core, with a bar, bathroom, and closet 
encased in its base. Patinated beadboards were salvaged 
from the kitchen for living room wainscoting. 
Ultimately, the firm found success where others had 


floundered: The former raccoon habitat became a 
cozy creation that could even be mistaken for the 
work of Stanford White and other Belle Epoque 


country-house architects. 


Natural Style 

Another countryside trompe l'oeil feat for Coblin 
involved expanding a century-old "Shingle-Style- 
meets-France" in Connecticut with a shingled 
kitchen, porch, and enough bedrooms to fit a dozen 
grandchildren at once. She also built a replica of a 
red-clapboard barn as a guesthouse in Connecticut. 
It features salvaged fenestration, and like its ancestor 
barns, it is set on piers over a running stream. 

Her urban achievements inlcude а Doric-pillared 
pied-a-terre that was formerly a boxy studio over- 
looking Central Park, and a renovated 1970s Upper 
East Side high-rise. Here she replaced a peculiar

artists’ studios, had lost its lobby wall details to 708 
mirroring, but kept the room’s green, pink, and white 
marble floors. Retrievable from the basement were 
the original medieval-esque furnishings: chairs and a 
table with claw feet and studded-leather upholstery. 

Coblin is by no means a draconian preservationist. 
Shes happy to brighten new circulation paths by 
rearranging antique mirrors and light fixtures, and 
she delights when a minor change makes a big 
difference elsewhere, for example, when a ceiling 
frees up some old beam ornaments that can be salvaged 
to repair other water-damaged beams. “I like to be 
inventive,” she says. “The spaces I work with can't be 
museums. They have to be alive, responding to 
everyone who lives there. I especially like it when the 
co-op boards democratically hand out questionnaires 
to the residents about what direction the renovations 
should take, so that everyone can have a say.” 


Address Book 


By this point in our interview she’s already running 
late for her next meeting, and the wrap sandwich 
she’s had delivered to her desk clearly won't get 
eaten until well after lunchtime.

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Contemporary Designers Update 
Edith Whartons Country Home 


A leader in post-Victorian design, as well as a renowned author, Edith Wharton designed 
her Massachusetts home, The Mount, according to the rules she set forth in her book, The 


Decoration of Houses. To celebrate the centennial of the house, seven contemporary designers 


were asked to decorate The Mounts interiors with Whartons rules in mind.

or those who love the best of Victorian interior 
Ps the name Edith Wharton is anathema. 

With one stroke of her broad, white brush, she 
wiped it all out, painting the way for modern interior 
design by the likes of Sister Parish, Albert Hadley, 
and Mark Hampton. It all started їп 1897 when 
Wharton, then an unknown writer, teamed up 
with a young architect named Ogden Codman Jr. 
to pen The Decoration of Houses, which would become 
the catalyst that catapulted interior design into the 
20th century. 

The book suggested a return to the symmetry 
of classical styles, stated that the interior and 
exterior of the home should be planned in tandem, 
and claimed that the styles should match so that 
form followed function, not only from cellar to 
attic, but also from front entrance to back gardens. 
Carrying that idea further, Wharton declared that 
the architecture of the room should determine its 
decoration and that ornament for ornament’s sake 
was a faux pas. “Proportion,” she decreed, “is the 
good breeding of architecture” and symmetry is 
the “sanity of decoration.” 

Decoration and furniture should be chosen 


together, she said, and both should be appropriate to 
the purpose of the room. She eschewed everything 
Victorian: Wallpapers, heavy draperies, lambrequins, 
and portiéres had no place in her well ordered rooms; 
neither did wooden mantels (they were a fire hazard) 
or multi-part color schemes. 

Wharton decided to translate her design principles 
into brick and mortar and in 1902, she set about 
building The Mount, a 65-room, 16,000-sq.ft. 
country house in the heart of the Massachusetts 
Berkshires. Set atop a hill in Lenox, The Mount is 
modeled in part after the late I7th-century Belton 
House in England, which in Whartons time was 
attributed to Sir Christopher Wren. 

Designed by Wharton and Francis L.V. Hoppin, 
of the architectural firm Hoppin & Koen, the 
house is a blend of I8th-century classical styles 
from France, Italy, and England. It pays homage to 
its American Colonial Revival roots with its exterior 
paint scheme: white stucco accented with dark 
green shutters. 

While the house is American in terms of conven- 
iences and plumbing, the layout is French, with the 
main public rooms — the library, drawing room, and 
dining room — on the first floor. They are connected 
enfilade in the French manner. Each opens onto the 
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Like Belton House, The Mount bas a cupola, which 
greatly aided ventilation by providing a natural air 
conditioner for the 16,000-sq.-ft. country home.

backyard terrace overlooking the gardens Wharton 
designed based on the principles she set forth in her 
1903 volume, Italian Villas and Their Gardens. 

Wharton and her husband, Teddy, moved into 
The Mount in 1902; by I905, Edith had finished 
the interior design and gardens. They lived there 
until 1911. During that time, Wharton established 
herself as a novelist of note, with books such as The 
House of Mirth (1905) and Ethan Frome (1911). Her 
Pulitzer Prize-winning novel, The Age of Innocence, 
followed in 1920. 

Her life paralleled her novels. She and Teddy had 
an acrimonious marriage; they each had relationships 
with others. After he sold The Mount and its 
contents without her permission while she was 
visiting France, they divorced in I913. She spent 
the rest of her life in that country, and never built 
another house. 

То celebrate the centennial of The Mount, which 
is undergoing a $35-million restoration, seven top 
interior designers were asked to decorate some of the 
rooms using the principles set forth in The Decoration 
of Houses. The idea was not to recreate Whartons 
rooms, but to create rooms that Wharton might have 
designed had she had access to today's resources. 

Following is a tour of the restored ground and 
first floors of the house, which was designated a 
National Historic Landmark in 1971. 


The Entrance 

“The Mount was my first real home. Its blessed influence still 
lives in me.” — from Edith Wharton's autobiography, 
A Backward Glance 

An inviting allee of mature sugar maples with fern 
underplantings leads to the entrance of the house. 
Here, a white-brick cour d'honneur guards the 
entrance, which serves as an outdoor room of the 
sort found in French town and country houses. 
Decorated with vines, classical statues in niches, and 
trees in white planter boxes, this forecourt offers a 
preview of the one-with-nature theme of the interior. 

Antiques dealer Michael Trapp of West Cornwall, 
Conn., kept the entrance simple. “This is the public 
hall in which to take audience with the house," he 
says. "The courtyard’s sparseness allows the house to 
be studied and admired.” 


The Entrance Hall 


“The vestibule should form a natural and easy transition from 
the plain architecture of the street to tbe privacy of the interior" 
— The Decoration of Houses 

The transition is accomplished via The Mounts 
entrance hall, which resembles an Italian grotto, 
complete with its original marble fountain and 
bronze statue of playful Pan, the god of nature, in 
the center. Keeping this in mind, Trapp used a 
seashell theme to carry the outside into the 
entrance hall. 

Following Wharton's edict that the room be 
waterproof as a protection from the outside 
elements, Trapp kept the original terra cotta floor. 
He decorated the room with a pair of stone antique 
center tables and accented the door overmantels with 
a variety of seashells. “I love the idea of a 
grotto/ entrance since it sets the stage for the magic 
of what is to соте, Trapp says. Wharton's mirrored 
doors and mirrored windows enlarge the space, while 
molded plasterwork wall panels that look as though 
they are covered with condensing water droplets 
complete the natural look. 


The Main Stair Hall 


“The hall is not a living room, but a thoroughfare.” — The 
Decoration of Houses 

The entrance hall leads to the main stair hall, 
which is the pathway to the first-floor rooms. As 
such, the space is another transition, not only 
between indoors and outdoors, but also between the 
informal and formal rooms. To emphasize the true 
nature of this passageway, Larchmont, N.Y., designer 
Libby Cameron used a faux leopard stair carpet with 
inky spots that pick up the black of the original 
sinuous French-style wrought-iron bannister. 

Like Wharton, Cameron kept furnishings to a 
minimum, adding a big, chunky antique Italian- or 
Spanish-style table and two new overhead lights with 
black frames that coordinate with the stair railing. 


Teddy Wharton’s den, the smallest non-servant room on the 
first floor, got an updated look from designer Thomas Jayne of 
Manhattan, who brought it into the 21st-century with furni- 
ture upholstered іп caramel-color ultrasuede. He also added а 
new desk based on an antique style, a contemporary collage, 
an Aubusson rug with a contemporary design, and roller 
shades printed with a damask design.

оп% lead in her library, making the books the focal point of the room and keep- 


ing the original oak paneling with built-in floor-to-ceiling bookshelves. She used textures, including velvet upholstery on the 


ottoman, to give the room a feeling of comfort. 


She retained Wharton's pair of 19th-century oil 
paintings depicting I8th-century scenes that were 
inset into the walls. Although Wharton had painted 
the walls blue-green, Cameron brought a bit of 
sunshine inside with her pale yellow color scheme. 


The Gallery 


“A gala room is never meant to be seen except when crowded: the 
crowd takes the place of furniture" — The Decoration of 
Houses 

The long, narrow first-floor gallery serves as a 
picturesque passageway to Teddy's den, Edith's 
library, the drawing room, and the dining room. It 
expands the outdoor theme by employing a soaring 
barrel-vaulted ceiling, a trio of tall arched windows, 
French doors leading to the drawing room, and a 
terrazzo and marble floor in terra cotta and white. 
The greenhouse/' solarium effect is accentuated by 
the Palladian-shaped wall mirror that Wharton 
cleverly placed in the center of the room so it 
reflects the lush green of the trees in the forecourt. 
The illusion is also visible from the exterior. From 
the forecourt, the mirrored images of the trees can 
be seen through the main window of the gallery. 

Wharton decorated the gallery with people, so it is 
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furnished only sparsely with vases, busts, statues, 
chairs, and Italian console tables. Designer Geoffrey 
Bradfield of Manhattan followed her lead, updating 
Whartons decor and furnishing the space with four 
new classical-style bronze statues by Sabin Howard 
perched atop four plaster Art Moderne-style 
pedestals. He also added a classic Art Moderne 
console in plaster and four rococo-style benches 
upholstered with whimsical, lighthearted cream and 
green fabric from Italy. 

Although Wharton hung crystal chandeliers, 
Bradfield chose new custom-made iron lanterns 
because “the long gallery, as it is called in England, 
is typically more of a loggia, and I felt lanterns were 
more appropriate.” 


Teddy Wharton's Den 


“Common sense should regulate the furnishing of the den. Thus 
freed from the superfluous, the den is likely to be the most com- 
fortable room in the house.” — The Decoration of Houses 

“Comfortable,” says Manhattan interior designer 

Thomas Jayne, “shouldn't mean unattractive. 
Wharton believed in simplicity, luxury, and the 
importance of order" It was those principles that he

used in redesigning and updating the den, the 
room where Teddy managed Edith’s money and 
ran her estate. 

Jayne retained the original ambience of the den 
and updated its look. Like Wharton, he decorated it 
with sturdy, practical office furniture. During 
Teddy's time, it was appointed with dark leather 
furniture, reproduction antique French chairs, a 
desk, and an oak parquet floor. The walls were cream 
with white trim, a color scheme Wharton considered 
ideal for small rooms. The coved ceiling, the original 
vertical wall panels, including the one over the 
mantel that possesses a classical bust of Caesar, and 
the French marble mantel, also played a key role in 
dictating Jayne's design. 

Although The Decoration of Houses suggested a 
Louis XVI bureau for a man’s study, Jayne decided 
to make a more contemporary desk, based on an 
antique and designed by Helene Aumont of France, 
the focal point of the room. Other key features 
include a contemporary storage chest filled with 
cubbyholes for important papers and computer files 
and an Aubusson rug with a contemporary basket 
pattern woven in an old-world style. 


Edith Wharton's Library 


“The general decoration of the library should be of such charac- 
ter as to form a background or setting to the books, rather than 
to distract attention from them.” — The Decoration of Houses 

Books are indeed the centerpiece of Edith 


Wharton's library, which 
is adjacent to Teddy's 
den. The floor-to-ceiling 
oak paneling includes 
built-in bookcases. 
Wharton furnished the 
room around the books, 
placing groupings of 
large games, writing 
tables, chaises, and 
comfortable chairs so 
that they fostered 
conversation. 

Lady Henrietta 
Spencer-Churchill of 
Woodstock and London, 
England, created a similar 
atmosphere by designing 
comfortable groupings 
of furniture, where 
guests can sit by the fire 
and read, drink coffee, or 
play a game of backgam- 
mon or chess. To lighten 
the look of the original 
paneling, she painted the 
ceiling and cornice off-white, and chose lighter 
Viscount David Linley furniture that is sleek and 
classic, yet contemporary. Lord Linley’s oval writ- 
ing table/desk, for example, is made of sycamore 
and has a glass top, as does his rosewood console 
table. His rosewood day bed and sycamore games 
table are more traditional in style. 

To achieve the comfortable look, Lady Henrietta 
relied on textures. The day bed, for instance, is 
upholstered with a green and gold chenille and the 
ottoman is velvet. The gold-sateen drapes are hung 
straight on poles and are long enough to produce a 
Victorian puddle that is decidedly anti- Whartonian. 
The floral pattern of the area rug injects a shot of 
contemporary color. 

As Wharton dictated, the light is diffused; lamps, 
plus a pair of sconces, provide the soft illumination 
suitable for curling up in a comfortable chair with a 


good book. 


The Drawing Room 

“The chief requisite [of the drawing room] is a gay first impres- 
sion.” — The Decoration of Houses 

Guests are drawn into Charlotte Moss’ inviting 
redecorated drawing room from the adjoining 
gallery, and they can move through the French doors 
to the terrace outside. The 20x36-ft. room 
dominates the first floor, and is distinguished not 
only by its size but also by the fact that it is the only 
room in The Mount whose ceiling is decorated with 
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ornamental molding. The ovals of flowers and fruit 
are its outstanding decorative feature. 

Although Wharton advised double drawing 
rooms — a salon de compagnie for public entertain- 
ing and a salon de famille for private pursuits — The 
Mount has only one, and it serves both formal and 
informal functions. 

Moss, a Manhattan interior designer, retained the 
original color scheme. The walls are a pale French 
blue, and the ceiling and trim are white. She dec- 
orated the room with new pieces and antique fur- 
nishings in a variety of styles from various cen- 
turies. Her only concession to the present were the 
new club chairs she put near the fireplace. “That was 
the biggest license I took,” Moss says. “Edith did not 
have them, but that’s the way we live.” 

It was Wharton's contention that the drawing 
room furnishings should be light so they could be 
moved around as people started conversations and 
grouped and regrouped. To that end, she decorated 
the room with groupings of furniture, a formula that 
Moss followed. A classic-style deep-button sofa, 
which she designed and is similar to the one 
Wharton placed there, anchors the room. 

Lighting played a prominent role in the decoration 
of the Wharton drawing room, where outdoor light 
was exploited. Moss chose plain draperies similar to 
those Wharton hung over the French doors on rods 
and rings, to allow easy access to the terrace. She also 
discovered that the only fixtures were sconces on each 
side of the fireplace mantel. "There was no central 
chandelier, so I didn't add one;" she says. 

Moss did add a carpet in а pale geometric pattern 
that looks similar to the one Wharton had, and as a 
final touch and tribute to Wharton, who shares her 
Jan. 24 birthday, she placed a painting by Wharton's 
friend Walter Gay over the mantel. "It was from my 
own collection; Moss says. 


The Dining Room 


“The dining room should be lit by wax candles in side 
appliques or in a chandelier.” — The Decoration of Houses 
When it came to the dining room, designer Bunny 
Williams of Manhattan chose to augment 
Wharton's light touch. The original room was pan- 
eled in stucco and ornamented with moldings in the 
I8th-century style of England's Grinling Gibbons. It 
included a Codman-designed plaster overmantel 
panel of an urn with stylized fronds and flowers, two 
inset paintings in the Flemish style, a French mantel, 
a 19th-century pedestal table, a Louis XV-style china 
cabinet, and white Louis XIV-style caned chairs with 
velvet cushions. 

In keeping with Wharton style, Williams kept it 
simple. She chose a round contemporary table with 
an iron base and a contemporary metal demilune 
console to complement the 19th-century French 
Louis XVI-style sideboard and a set of white 
French-style dining chairs. 

The best light for the dining room, according to 
Wharton, was natural light or candlelight for 
evening dinners, and one way to bring more in was to 
keep the windows free from heavy draperies. 
Williams not only selected light, white Scalamandre 
silk drapes, but she also placed a sisal area rug painted 
white and beige on top of the terrazzo floor. “Tt 
looks like a design from the 1940s,” she says. “Tt 
reads architecturally.” 

Williams also added contemporary art to bring 
the room up to date. “She was a modern-thinking 
woman,” Williams says. “She would have been 
adding to her art collection. She would have 
known some stylish furniture designers while 
living in France.” 

As for the dining table, Williams dressed it with a 
white tablecloth and set it with traditional Serves 
china, and traditional crystal similar to Wharton's 
own. Williams also included a bed for Edith’s dog. “I 
included a 19th-century French dog bed, and I put a 
biscuit tin on the table, which is really for biscuits,” 
says Williams, “but I put dog biscuits in it.”.«

PROJECT: New design and construction of a 
Victorian House in Lexington, KY.

eaven Trees Farm, an 8,540-sq.ft. residence 

recently built in Lexington, Ky. features 

Queen Anne Victorian styling complete 
with sweeping wrap-around porches, ornate trim, 
and copper-finial-capped towers. The architects, 
Bennett Sullivan Associates of Southbury, Conn., 
combined a traditional Victorian exterior with con- 
temporary interiors that are light and relaxed. The 
final touch was the playful pink exterior paint. 

As was common with the eclecticism of the 
Queen Anne style in the United States, the design 
for Heaven Trees Farm is replete with monumental 
chimneys, gables, painted balustrades, balconies, and 
bay windows. The client, an equine veterinarian, had 
a very specific program and knew how she wanted to 
use the house and its surrounding property. She was 
determined to have a Victorian home of some stature 
to accommodate a working farm. 

Hugh Sullivan, a partner of Bennett Sullivan 
Associates states: “The client wanted an architect 
that was accustomed to working on historic districts. 
Our experience working in historic New England 
towns was an advantage.” Deborah Ludorf, the project 
architect and interior designer for the house says: 
"Much of the architecture in downtown Lexington is 
Victorian so there were nearby regional examples, 
but the plan, exteriors, and interiors were really driven 
by the owner's requirements and her own passion for 
Victorian architecture." 

The site of the house is a 200-acre parcel of 
Kentucky horse country. According to Sullivan: 
“The house is the focal point" of the farms rolling 
landscape. The farm compound also contains several 
horse barns, a garage, and a chicken coop, and the 
grounds are extensively landscaped to reflect the 
owner's love of gardening. The principal shape of the 
house is typical of the Queen Anne period with a 
steeply hipped roof and two cross gables; one facing 
the front and one facing the side. Two towers are 
encased in the L-shaped plan; one at the front and 
one at the rear of the house. 

Although there is a formal front elevation, which 
is wrapped with a single-story porch, the architects 
and the owner felt that all four elevations needed to 
be of equal importance since all four sides are visible 
to the public. The L-shaped plan, however, helps to

Stripped And Revived 


With the aid of Peel Away 1 paint remover from Dumond Chemicals, the old paint layers of this historic residence were stripped 


in two applications to reveal the original cedar. Here, the first application has been administered and is covered by Peel Away 


paper to control evaporation and contain lead dust. 


PROJECT: The Exterior Paint Restoration 
of the Gideon Keyt Home, Gates Mills, 
Ohio 

CONTRACTOR: Cooper Custom Painting, 
Olmsted Falls, Ohio 


he Gideon Keyt home, an 1833 Colonial- 

style farmhouse near Cleveland, Ohio, had 

acquired 45 layers of paint in its lifetime. 
When the homeowners decided to restore the exterior, 
they found that much of the paint was lead-based. 
They contacted Cooper Custom Painting, a specialist 
in historical restorations, to remove the lead paint, 
assess and repair any structural damage, and apply 
new acrylic primer and paint. 

The restoration of this farmhouse, one of the 
oldest homes in the historic section of Gates Mills, 
Ohio, began in June 2001 with the stripping of the 
exterior paint. Cooper Custom Painting selected Peel 
Away 1, from New York City-based Dumond 
Chemicals, for the job. Peel Away is an alkaline- 
based paint-removal system designed to be 
environmentally safe and fume free. It is also 
known for its ability to remove more than 32 coats 
of paint in one application. The Gates Mills home 
required only two applications; the first one removed 
all but 25% of the 45 layers. 

The most important determinants in the use of а 
paint-removal system are the dwell time, the length 
of time the product should sit on the surface, and 
the thickness of the application, according to 
Cooper Custom Painting. Patch testing of a number 
of different products produced positive results for 
Peel Away. Using an airless sprayer, Cooper workers 
sprayed the house with a 1 /4-їп. layer of paste. 
Brushes were used in smaller spaces and harder to 
reach areas, such as around door and window frames. 
Peel Away paper was then layered over the paste to 
keep the paint damp, preventing any lead dust from 
becoming airborne. After the required dwell time of 
48 hours, the paper was scraped off with putty 
knives. The paste and paint had attached to the 
paper, allowing easy and clean removal. To remove 
the rest of the paint, the same process was repeated, 
this time with a 24-hour dwell period. 

With its cedar siding now bare, the house was 
scrubbed with low pressure water and soft-bristle 


brushes to remove excess paste. After a neutralizer 
saturated the area for 24 hours, the house was 
cleaned, retested, and re-neutralized as necessary. 
The workmen used draw scrapers to remove the 
hard-to-reach debris and palm sanders outfitted with 
HEPA vacuums to smooth the surfaces. 

With the most difficult portion of the project 
done, Cooper moved on to the next, more time 
consuming step — painting the 10,000-sq.ft. 
house. It was caulked, primed, and painted with 
Sherwin Williams Duration white acrylic paint (the 
only color allowed by community regulations). XIM 
Cos XOutPlus acrylic primer was used, as it accepts 
a PH up to 13 and also allows excess moisture to 
escape. Four exterior columns were repaired with 
epoxy consolidents and also painted. The removal of 
the old paint deepened the columns’ flutes from 1/2 
in. to 2 in. 

One of the biggest considerations during the six- 
month project was the health concerns of all people 
involved. To protect the workmen and the owners, 
who lived in the house during the work, the 
contractors took careful precautions to assure that 
the none of the lead particles became airborne. In 
addition, the painters wore cotton/ polyester coveralls, 
particle dust masks, safety goggles, and faceshields 
to provide extra protection. Because the homeowners 
were living in the house, cleanup was even more strict 
than normal. The ladders were broken down and 


The bome's four columns, each measuring 3 ft. in diameter, were also restored. After removing 45 layers of paint, the workmen 
repaired them using epoxy consolidents and then painted them white to match the rest of the exterior. 


The paper was left for 48 hours and then easily removed 
with putty knives. The first application of Peel Away 1 
removed approximately 75% of the old paint, and a second 
application stripped the remaining paint down to bare wood 
within 24 hours. 
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each area was cleaned on a daily basis. Though most 
likely decontaminated, all removed waste was placed 
in 6-ml. plastic bags and then into Super Sacks, 
nylon bags with 6 ml. of extra plastic inside. The 
sacks were disposed of in accordance to HUD and 
EPA regulations. 

Completed in December 2001, the paint 
restoration project required 880 gallons of Peel 
Away 1. A restoration that threatened to be 
environmentally hazardous and unsafe for the 
occupants of the home and the workers involved was 
sucessfully completed, and the Gideon Keyt home 15 
magnificantly restored. 

Hy Dubin of Dumond Chemicals says that this 
was “an incredible job and so significant, because of 
the uniqueness of the home with its intricately 
detailed woodwork.” According to Dubin, the use of 
Peel Away I allowed the project to be completed in 
an unusually short time, and in a safe manner with 
excellent results. +

URE: VICIORIAN STYLE 


Designing in the 


Victorian Manner: A Brief Overview 


by Dan Cooper 


t the beginning of the recently released film 

Panic Room, a realtor leads Jodie Foster 

through a prestigious single-family town 
house in Manhattan. As they stroll through the main 
parlors of the home, she proudly points out that the 
structure was built in the late 1870s. This seems 
believable (unlike the remainder of the plot) until 
you look closely at the marble fireplace surrounds 
and realize that they are round-head, Rococo revival 
pieces that date from at least the previous decade — 
a blatant incongruity, especially in such a trend- 
conscious area as New York City. 

While many of you are probably thinking that 
this writer has far too much time on his hands if he’s 
obsessing about movie mantel mistakes, the intended 
point is that when creating an historic interior, atten- 
tion to a periods subtle details will ultimately deter- 
mine the project’s aesthetic success. 

Just as those concerned with the colonial era are 
pre-occupied with rose-head nails, hand-skived 
clapboards, and wrought-iron hardware, those of us 
involved with the last three quarters of the [9th 
century (also known as Victorian) ought to fixate on 
the rapid evolution of styles and materials of this 
period. During the Victorian era, unlike previous 
centuries, there was a huge middle class hungry for 
stylish furnishings and a mass media able to make 
them aware of the products available. A new design 
trend, or sub-style, seemed to appear with each 
passing decade, and as the century progressed, two 
or more of these sub-styles came into fashion simul- 
taneously, and they were often crossbred. 

Many of us in the building and design trades mis- 
takenly lump all I9th-century interiors together as 
Victorian, never realizing that there were constantly 
changing nuances, just as there were in the 18th and 
20th centuries. The first half of the Victorian era 
(1837-1870) was dominated by European influences, 
mainly Ecclesiastical Gothic, French Rococo, and 
Italian Renaissance. 


Changes in the Мі4-18705 


In the mid-1870s, a sea change was initiated by the 
English Reformers who espoused a return to English 
Medievalism, or Modern Gothicism. Concurrently 
with this sweeping trend, trade with Japan become 
normalized, which was a catalyst for the Japan craze 
and the Aesthetic movement. At the same time, the 
approaching American Centennial was the inspiration 
for the Colonial Revival. The last quarter of the 
I9th century was a dizzying time for architecture 
and interior design; the public embraced each fad 
and intermingled them freely. 

The striking difference between early- and later- 
Victorian interiors is that the former tended to be 
much more “en suite.” That is, the seating furniture 
was strictly coordinated with itself and the interior 
trim. Following earlier tradition, furniture was 
placed symmetrically around the room and pulled to 
the middle as needed around a central chandelier. 

After 1870, interiors became less formal, styles of 
furniture and soft furnishings were much more 
mixed, and there was a less rigid feel to the arrangement 
of the room. There might be several smaller seating 
areas, with improvements in artificial lighting fueling 
this less structured room layout. 


Fireplace As Focal Point 
As previously mentioned, fireplace mantels are usually 
the prime indicia of an interior's vintage. Aside from 
being a source of heat, they were the focal point of 
a room and often its most expensive feature. Early- 
and mid-Victorian mantels could be either wood or

In stylish homes of the 1850-'605, window casings 
could be augmented with ornate box cornices that 
capped the exuberant window treatments of the 
time. These cornices were architectural in massing, 
often gilt or fabricated from the same wood as the 
trim and coordinated with the overmantel. 


Wainscoting & Floors 

- Many designers assume that wainscoting automatically 
implies Victorian, but in truth, it must be judiciously 
applied. Most interiors from 1830-1870 had a single 
wall treatment from baseboard to cornice, with the 
possible exception of a frieze. At this point in time, 
the English reform movement, led by William Morris 
and Charles Locke Eastlake, dictated that paneling 
and wainscoting were now permissible, a trend that 
continued throughout the remainder of the century. 
More modest (and some not so modest) homes 
employed a chair rail with embossed wallpapers 
know as Lincrusta placed below them, but raised- 
panel or tongue-and-groove paneling were the 
preferred choice. The height depended on the taste 
and purse of the owner, but as a rule, dining room 
wainscot heights ranged from 30 to 60 in., while 


hallway, parlor, and libraries 
were a standard 30 in. 
Victorian floor treatments 
are one of the most misun- 
derstood aspects of I9th- 
century interiors. Until the 
1870s, most floors had some 
manner of  wall-to-wall 
carpeting, usually boldly 
patterned and woven in the 
colors of the fashion of the 
day. Hardwood floors with 
clear finishes (usually shellac, 
by the way) didnt become a 
mainstay until the 18705, 
and one can still find houses 
that were built with a combi- 
nation of underlayment- 
grade pine and finished 
hardwoods in some rooms

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Machine-made paper was affordable and rivaled the 
cost of paint. Patterns of the 18405-18705 were 
larger and three dimensional, while in the late 1870s- 
1900 they flattened out and became smaller and 
more geometric. Color palettes became more muted 
over the course of the century, partially due to the 
improvement in interior lighting. Brilliant colors 
seemed garish in the suddenly brighter gaslight and 
the jewel tones of all soft furnishings yielded to 
muted tertiary hues as time passed. 

While we think of Victorian ceilings as being 
fancifully decorated, this was so only in the last 
quarter of the 19th century. Most lighting sources 
derived their energy from some sort of combus- 
tion, and soot would deface the ceiling in a rela- 
tively brief period of time, necessitating repainting. 
There was some ornamental painting, but it was 
understood that its lifetime was transient. With the 
advent of clean-burning gas fixtures and then 
electricity, papers and highly ornamented ceiling 
stenciling and painting became the rage until the turn 
of the century. 

To the credit of the set designer of Panic Room, 
there are fairly successful recreations of ап early- 
20th-century remodeling іп his bathrooms. 
Bathrooms and kitchens were the most common 
remodelings throughout recent history, as residential 
technology made a quantum leap. Many an otherwise 
all-original house will have been retrofitted with the 
distinctive black-and-white bathrooms with 
claw-foot tub, snorkel toilets, and white hex tiles. 
These upgrades are logical progressions, as few 
clients wish to experience the authentic early 
Victorian bath. 

Unless one is involved in recreating an exacting 
interior for a museum, it's best to concentrate on a 
starting point in time and then work forward from 
it, taking into consideration the passing fashions. 
One need not follow the style by rote, for an 
interior may be interpretive now just as it was then. 
While the wealthy might have been able to 
purchase every object at a single moment in time, 
most interiors were assembled over the span of sev- 
eral decades. Focusing on a given period should be 
a guide to a specific time and enable one to avoid 
anachronistic mistakes. e

With 
designs that range from gargoyles and castle turrets 
to simple squared or rounded forms, theres а chimney 
pot to suit nearly every home, and people are 
beginning to notice the subtle beauty they add to the 
residential skyline. 


A Brief History 


Julie Andrews’ famous dance on the rooftops of 
London may have introduced chimney pots to the 
average American, but they actually came to the 
United States long before we saw them on the big 
screen. While there are earlier examples, America 
largely discovered chimney pots in the mid-1800s, 
when mass production of small houses and 
apartments with coal burning fireplaces was 
common. In cities like Louisville, Philadelphia, and 
Cincinnati, chimney pots played a critical role in 
ensuring that soot and toxic fumes were vented up 
and out of the house. 

In the 1920s, when oil burners overtook coal as 
the heating method of choice, chimney pots became 
largely obsolete. As the mortar surrounding old 
chimney pots eventually cracked, many were discarded 
rather than maintained. The end of the chimney pot 
seemed imminent.

The Pot Makes a Comeback 
Chimney pots are now enjoying a tremendous 
resurgence in popularity. While they can still 
improve draft through the fireplace, most are 
purchased simply as a way to add beauty and 
character to the home. They are relatively inexpensive, 
come in a wide variety of shapes and sizes, and are 
incredibly easy to install. 

Often, says Michael Bentley, owner of the 
Chimney Pot Shoppe in Avella, Pa., people buy pots 
to replace unsightly flue pipes or rain guards on an 
otherwise beautiful house. "Homeowners want 
something that complements the architecture. of 
their house,” he notes. “They don't want an ugly metal 
thing on top of their half-million-dollar home, so 


they cover it with something far 
more interesting and beautiful.” 
In other cases, he continues, 
the chimney pot finishes a look. 
“We are often approached by 
architects looking for antique 
pots. They have put a great deal 
of effort into creating a period 
look for a home, be it French 
provincial, English Tudor, or 
whatnot. Maybe they've pur- 
chased antique roof tiles, or 
just specified textured shingles 
to achieve an old-house look 
and feel. An antique chimney 
pot instantly completes what 
they are trying to do. It adds 
instant age, if you will.” 


Types and Styles 
With a nomenclature richly 
drawn from culture and 
geography, chimney pots have 
arguably the most interesting 
names in architecture. There is the Halifax Hooded 
Three Bowl, the Pittsburgh Octagon, the Quaker, 
and the New Castle. Others, like the Cannon Barrel, 
the Beehive, and the Tulip Top Tall Boy, are clearly 
named for their shape and size. 

The imagination can run wild with custom pots, 
which can be made to order in nearly any size, shape, 
or even color. Some people choose to inscribe their 
custom pots; others combine a variety of patterns 
and shapes to create something all their own. For the 
truly adventurous, gargoyles, dragons, or other 
creatures offer protection from the spirits or 
simply make a statement. 

“Nearly every style of chimney pot has a history. 
The names have meaning, says Bentley. "There 
almost a subculture. We've found that homeowners 
often get very involved with that history.” 

Perhaps the best example of that subculture is the 
Central Pot Spotting Authority of Great Britain and 
Ireland. The somewhat tongue-in-cheek organization 
has even put out a handbook to help people award 
points to the chimney pots they spot. Move over, train 
spotters: With chimney pot spotting, you add ten 
points for each pot on a roof, get extra points for mul- 
tiple varieties, and subtract points for so-called “vile 
additions” like television antennae or metal rainguards. 


Size Matters 

When choosing a chimney pot, aesthetics are not the 
only consideration. Size and quality are important, 
too. It 15 advisable to work with an experienced 
supplier who offers a large range of sizes and styles, 
and who understands the visual and functional 
relationship between pot and chimney. In addition, 
ask whether the pots have been hand inspected and 
whether the dealer has experience in packing and 
shipping them correctly. 

Stock chimney pots range in size from 18 in. to 
over 6 ft., and in style from the very simple Windsor 
to the multiple-vented Short Knight. Chimney pots 
are difficult to make and are fired at very high tem- 
peratures — over 2,000 degrees. There are still a few 
manufacturers of new chimney pots in the United 
States, Britain. and Australia, and a good supplier 
will offer pots from more than one manufacturer, 
as well as antigues and custom pots from throughout 
the world. 


Inspired by stone houses in the Cotswold region of England, this country home bas tall 
pots on both chimneys. The homeowner selected the octagonal form to convey a sense of 
strength and confidence to the home’s exterior. 


Installation and Maintenance 

Installing a chimney pot is quite simple and most 
installations require a few hours at most. 

I. Prior to bringing the pot to the roof, cut wire 
mesh to the size of the pot top opening and secure 
with silicone caulk. This will prevent leaves and 
animals from entering the flue. For areas with severe 
weather, you may wish to add a matching terra-cotta 
rainguard. Check with your supplier for availability. 

2. Remove any flue tile that extends above the top 
of the chimney using a circular saw and masonry 
blade. This will ensure that, after installation, water 
will not become trapped in the space between the 
tile and the chimney pot, where it could freeze and 
cause damage. 

3. Once the flue tile is level with the chimney top, 
lay three inches of mortar around the flue. 

4. Place the pot into the mortar and push it down 
to ensure a good hold. 

S. Using a trowel, taper the mortar up to the pot. 
This will allow rainwater to run down away from the 
pot rather than become trapped between the pot and 
mortar, where it could freeze and expand. 

Once installed, the mortar holding the chimney 
pot should be inspected for cracks at least every 10 
years, but preferably whenever the chimney is swept. 
Chimney pots rarely break. 


The Final Word 


Depending on the style, size, and color, the right 
chimney pot can add charm, character, or a statement 
of strength to the homes you design or build. As a 
conversation piece for the homeowners and those 
who visit them, this recently revived rooftop accent 
could even serve as a source of referrals for years to 
come. Whether you work within one architectural 
style or many, chimney pots can capture the 
imagination of your clients and set your work apart 
in the field of residential architecture. ¢

New Materials for Traditional Porches 


Wood is no longer the only option for building a porch: The time of polymers has come. 


by James R. Marshall 


ight up there with Mom and apple pie, we 

can rank the front porch as an American 

icon. Those of us of a certain age can fondly 
remember swinging on the glider, or sitting on the 
steps chatting with our friends. We can also remember 
the yearly ordeal of scraping and repainting the 
wood-plank flooring and balustrades to protect 
them from the elements. 

You may have thought it had gone the way of the 
dodo, replaced by decks and patios, but the traditional 
front porch is far from dead; it’s once again a popular 
element in the current new-home market. A recent 
survey by the National Association of Home 
Builders found that 80% of potential new home- 
owners would like to have a front porch. In response, 
builders of mid-level homes (and mansions, too) are 
scrambling to include porches in their lines. 

Today, there's a broad range of new materials and 
designs for building porch elements and they elimi- 
nate the need for that annnual painting chore. 
Fortunately, for those with a stronger sense of history, 
there’s also still a plentiful supply of millwork 
elements in that old favorite, wood. 


A Wealth of Material Choices 

We have a whole panoply of polymer and polymer- 
composite materials for designing and building 
porches, and they can be used with Mother Nature's 
full approval. We're not talking about your father's 
vinyl siding either — we are looking at just about 
any application that can be made from milled wood 
— columns, balustrades, porch railings and posts, 
decking, and all manner of architectural ornament. 
The growth of polymer millwork has been explosive 
over the last decade in all architectural genres, including, 
most particularly, residential construction, renovation, 
and restoration. It’s particularly suited to exterior 
applications such as porches. 

How did polymers move so rapidly from the 
vaguely down-market image of vinyl siding to a line 
of products used enthusiastically in all manner of 
architectural applications? Conversations with a 
number of suppliers and manufacturers reveal a 
combination of factors that boil down to this: 
Polymer millwork is an idea whose time has come. 
We've come to terms with polymers, we've seen them 
used more and more, first in suburbs and now in 
urban settings. Technology, styles, and shapes are 
much better today, and the positive qualities of 


polymers — long life, low maintenance, reasonable 
cost — are better appreciated. Furthermore, high- 


quality woods, particularly such desirable species as 
cedar and redwood, are harder to find today. 


Polymer Alternatives 

Mel Fuller of Melton Classics, Lawrenceville, Ga., 
says we've gone through a learning curve with 
builders, who are now accustomed to working with 
polymer millwork, and that homeowners today are 
more knowledgeable about these materials. He also 
notes that, while initial material costs for polymers 
may be higher than wood alternates, their ease of 
installation, low maintenance, and long life make up 
for it. When choosing materials, Fuller suggests asking 
about the degree of exposure to the elements and 
traffic, how much maintenance is involved, whether 
the item is elevated, and whether railings or tight- 
radius stairs are involved. 

Melton Classics offers columns, balustrades, 
pilasters, caps and bases, and architectural details in 
several materials: marble/resin composites, fiber- 
glass, polymers, and synthetic stone, as well as the 
traditional wood. For example, the company offers 
balustrade systems in high-density polyurethane. 
These are lightweight, pre-primed, easy to install, 
and require little maintenance, according to Fuller. 
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Architectural Products by Outwater’s high-density polyurethane balusters are reinforced with fiberglass, the rails and newels with 
PVC, and porch posts with steel. 


primed and pain table. 


They must be painted, he adds, and are not advised 
for high-traffic areas where they would be subject to 
impact. High-density polyurethane is also becoming 
popular for residential moldings, Fuller notes. 

For higher-impact areas, the company offers 
balustrades in MarbleTex and DuraClassic. The first 
is a mix of marble dust, stabilizer, and polymer, is 
colorized, and can take impact, while DuraClassic is 
a similar non-colorized product that must be painted. 
Both are lighter than cast stone, and can therefore be 
used in elevated locations. Of the three, cast stone is 
the least expensive, DuraClassic is mid-range, and 
Marble Tex is the highest in cost, according to Fuller. 

Melton offers both load-bearing and non-load- 
bearing column designs in FRP. The load-bearing 


columns are made using the same filament-wound 
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Structurally reinforced with interior fiberglass or PVC, high-density 
balustrade systems, such as these from Architectural Products by Outwater, are pre- 


technology used in missile casings. 
A fiberglass monofilament 15 
wound through resin around a 
mandrel and this produces 
columns that have classic entasis, 
are lightweight and of reasonable 
cost, and are strong enough to 
bear a significant load. A 30-in.- 
dia. column can bear a dead 
weight of 24,000 1Ь., the company 
claims.

New Materials and Classic Designs 
Joey Shimm of Architectural Products by Outwater, 
Wood Ridge, N.J., also notes the appearance of new 
designs and new concepts in polymers, but stresses 
their basis in classical forbears. There are many more 
players today than 10 years ago, he adds, offering 
more profiles for more applications, not only for 
new construction, but also for duplicating classical 
elements in restoration and renovation projects. He 
sees this as “theme and variations” — classical 
design elements available in many different vari- 
ations and many different materials from many 
different suppliers. 

Polymers used to have a pejorative connotation, 
Shimm says, but no more, even though it’s still hard

Polymer 
products are easy to install using traditional tools 
and skills, he adds, they don't need priming because 
that's done in the factory, and they're low-maintenance. 
Unlike wood, polymers are impervious to moisture 
and wont rot or streak; they resist UV light, extreme 
climate, and termites.

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but visible seam, emulating the traditional fir lumber 
it replaces. The product is now offered as a 3-1/8- 
in. plank, 7/8-in. thick, weighing I-I/3-Ib. per 
ft., heavier than a comparable wood plank. The 
company will soon offer a 5-1/4-in. version. 
Material cost is about twice that of wood planking, 
depending on the type of wood used, but installa- 
tion costs are lower, Lawrence says, and maintenance 
cost should also be considerably less. Tendura has 
found favor in high-end restoration projects. For 
example, it was used in Tennessee Williams’ birth- 
place in Columbus, Miss., and in the Lumber 
Baron House, an inn in Denver, Colo. Lawrence 
relishes the irony of the name. 


Wood for the Traditionalist 

For those in a more traditional frame of mind, 
theres still wood, with plenty of suppliers offering 
full lines of porch-related elements. Steve Evans, 
president of Pagliacco Turning and Milling of 
Woodacre, Calif., says there are plenty of people 
who don't want to use synthetics, for aesthetic, 
traditional, and even practical reasons. He 
emphasizes, however, that suppliers of wood 
elements must be at the top of their game; they 
have to use the right woods to make products that 
are sharp and crisp and that are installed properly. 

He says that wood has gotten a bad rap over the 
years because of the use of pine and hemlock, 
which are subject to attack by the elements — 
once moisture gets in, Evans says, they're gone in a 
year. But woods like mahogany, redwood, and 
Western red cedar are much more durable, he adds, 
and are used in his company’s products. Today, Evans 
maintains, Western red cedar, which now comes 
mainly from Canada, is the most cost-effective 
choice; redwood is not as good as it used to be, 
because all the big trees are gone, although he 
foresees the day when they will come back. 

Comparing wood with synthetics, Evans notes 
that the costs are comparable and that, as he sees it, 
there is more versatility with wood. You can put a 
more elaborate design in a wood porch post, for 
example, he says, because youre turning it out of a 
solid piece of wood, not a synthetic that may have a 
reinforcing interior post. Also, he maintains, you can 
get a more perfect, crisper product with wood. 
Pagliac co offers a complete line of standard and 
custom architectural wood products, including 
balusters, solid porch posts, newels, straight and 
curved railings, classic and custom columns and capi- 
tals, brackets, spandrels, and table legs. The company 
sells direct or to lumber yards, and its products are 
popular in restoration projects. 


How About Cost? 
It's difficult to compare costs of these polymers — 
there are too many shapes, sizes, recipes, and other 
variables. For example, wood components tend to be 
cheaper in the Southwest; high-density polyurethane 
costs more than wood until you get into larger size 
components; raw materials for polyester resins cost 
more than wood. By and large, the raw-material costs 
of the polymers tend to be a bit more than 
comparable wood. Installation costs, though, can be 
more or less than wood. In general, the polymers’ 
long life, durability, imperviousness to weather and 
vermin, and overall low maintenance costs tend to 
cancel out any cost advantage of wood components. 


Are They Green? 

The assessment is never cut-and-dried when one gets 
into the issue of “green” architecture. When it comes 
to the polymers, on the one hand, they prevent the 
destruction of forests, require no toxic wood preser- 
vatives, often dont require paints and stains, rarely 
need replacement, and can incorporate recycled 
plastics. On the other hand, they are made from 
non-renewable fossil fuels, require energy for their 
manufacture, can produce toxic pollutants during 
manufacture, and are non-biodegradable should they 
end up in the landfill. At least polyurethane has left 
behind the bad old days when it emitted 
formaldehyde after installation. 

So sit back in the rocking chair, put your feet up 
on the railing and enjoy the evening breeze on that 
most American of amenities — the front porch. e

Getting Shuttered 


They protect buildings against break-ins. They serve as barriers to light, wind, noise, and the eyes of curious 
neighbors. And they never need ironing. Little wonder, then, that shutters — both exterior and interior — are 


common in I9th-century housing.

he innovations of the last hundred years, from 
air conditioning to security systems, may have 
made shutters redundant. Today, even if out- 
door pairs are operable, their purpose is primarily 
decorative. "Id estimate that 95% of our customers 
don't close their shutters,” says Rich Heggs, sales 
director for Timberlane Woodcrafters, Inc., in North 
Wales, Penn., which produces exterior models. 
Nonetheless, people want to accessorize their win- 
dows with shutters that look as authentic as possible. 
In that case, start with the right material: wood. For 
outdoor applications, sources contacted for this arti- 
cle favor hardy, rot-resistant, easily painted. species 
such as Western red cedar, Spanish cedar, and 


Honduras mahogany. Indoors, white pine, basswood, 
red oak, and poplar are commonly used. 


because this design is vulnerable to the elements, we 
suggest applying a center control bar to a fixed-slat 
shutter. This way, you achieve the same look and have 
a more durable product. After years of painting, 
operable slats can become fixed." 

Painting, by the way, is standard for shutters, 
although cedar pieces may be stained instead. To pro- 
tect the top edges of exterior shutters, some compa- 
nies sell aluminum and cop- 
per caps; if attached with 
silicone adhesive, they keep 
water out. Alternatively, Rob 
Hamm of Vixen Hill Manu- 
facturing, Inc., a company in 
Elverson, Penn., which spe- 
cializes in exterior shutters, 
tells customers to coat upper 
edges with a layer of poly- 


period-style hardware. 


When it comes to design, the options are endless. 


High-end shutter companies offer an assortment of 


louvers, panels, and cutouts, as well as combination 
styles featuring, for example, a louvered segment and 
a panel, or a panel and a cutout. Prices average about 
$200 to $250 per pair for stock pieces and climb 
much higher for custom work. 

To get the most value for your money, consider 
the shutters in their context. Don't feel obliged to 
stick with the same style for every story of the 
house. “Historically, people often installed panels 
on the first floor for privacy, and saved louvers for 
the upper floors, to admit light and air,” says Heggs. 
Adjusting the rails and stiles — the horizontal and 
vertical elements in the shutter frame — can have 
tremendous visual impact. For example, when shut- 
ters flank double-hung windows, cross-rails may be 
used to separate upper and lower panels, echoing a 
pattern established by the glass. 

If you're in the market for stationary outdoor 
shutters with louvers, the louvers should themselves 
be fixed, for practicality. Purists can incorporate a 
faux tilt rod, and, if possible, a mousehole — the 
aperture a functioning rod would slide into — to 
sustain the illusion that the louvers work. "We can 
make exterior shutters with moveable slats,” explains 
Beverly Ouellette, co-owner of Beech River Mill Co., 
a shutter maker in Center Ossipee, N.H. "However,

Most suppliers will ship their goods raw, or fac- 
tory primed and ready for two coats of color. Follow 
manufacturers’ suggestions for either oil-based or 
latex formulas. Kingsland Co. in Norfolk, Conn., 
will prime its products white or gray, while others 
such as Madison, Conn.-based Shuttercraft, Inc., and 
Greenville, Ga.-based Shutter Depot — firms that 
make both outdoor and indoor styles — will finish 
shutters in any hue the client chooses. (Working lou- 
vers arent a problem for Shuttercraft, promises 
owner Dwight Carlson: The company spray-paints 
them, to retain movement.) 

Once you know what you want, the next step is to 
take good measurements. Outdoor shutters that are too 
narrow to offer complete window coverage immediate- 
ly announce themselves as fake. “People order shutters 
to fit the opening,” says Carlson. “For exterior shutters, 
measure where you would put the storm window or 
screen. The height i is determined by the opening; you 
get the width by div iding the window in half” 

Ironically, the right size can, in certain situations, 
appear wrong. W indow openings in brick or masonry 
buildings tend to have deep offsets that wreak havoc 
with proportions. In these homes, “a shutter made to 
the sash size may look too small,” cautions Liane Burke, 
treasurer/ secretary for Kingsland Co., another manu- 
facturer of exterior shutters. “Having the shutters made

the top and the bottom, and use the smaller number. 
Then deduct whatever amount the manufacturer sug- 
gests for clearance. To perfect the fit, rails and stiles 
can be shaved down on site. (If the shutters arrive 
pre-painted, ask that they be sent with extra paint, 
for touch-ups.) Similar principles govern interior 
installations, which usually involve working shutters 
or half-size shutterettes. 

Before attempting to hang shutters, especially 
exterior ones, consult your supplier. Generally, out- 
door shutters are mounted to the window frame or 
the area adjacent to the window, but not flush to the 
outside wall — the slight air gap will add visual 
depth and prevent moisture from accumulating. 
“Choosing hardware is complicated,” admits Hamm. 
“You need to know the depth of the window, and 
the amount of bend required in the hinge.” For 
clients who cherish period effects, many firms carry 
a wide selection of replica fittings, from strap hinges 
to holdbacks. Indoor shutters are hinged either 
directly to the window casing or to mounting strips. 

Once they're up, shutters require little in dim way 
of maintenance. Keep exterior shutters clean, exam- 
ine them closely once a year, and repaint them every 
three to five years, to preserve the material. Indoor 
shutters, too, need periodic cleaning and repaint- 
ing. "You dont have to throw them in the wash, 
like drapes,” says Carlson. “In the long run, they're 
very economical.” e

Fire Safety Strategies 
For Historic Chimneys 


Fire safety code-makers can learn a lot from historical practices, argues this fireplace and 


chimney specialist, and their codes should accommodate historic structures.

of Williamsburg, Va., reported an interesting dis- 

covery: The library at Williamsburg had an exten- 
sive collection of photographs of early log houses 
with mud-and-wattle chimneys. Taken mostly in the 
1920s to record structures that were rapidly disap- 
pearing, the photos almost always showed the chim- 
ney leaning away from the house at a precarious 
angle. Everyone assumed the foundations were inad- 
equate or the mud had deteriorated near the ground 
causing the chimneys to tilt. 

The discovery of a letter found soon after put the 
matter to rest. A young woman had written: “the

chimney had caught fire, and Father ran outside and 
kicked out the support so the chimney fell over and 
did not catch the house on fire.” Of course! Now 
they understood why all those chimneys were lean- 
ing. Ап early fire-protection strategy, chimneys were 
built that way so they could be toppled over if 
they caught on fire. 


A History of Fire-Safety Practices 
Fire safety has been a concern since the first days of 
fireplace and chimney design and installation. It has 
influenced how homes and chimneys have been built 
since the early days of our country. 

The houses in Williamsburg itself were more 
substantial than those pioneer log homes, incor-

With the advent of central heating, chimneys became optional. The chimney on this 20tb-century ranch house, for instance, serves 


more of an aesthetic than a heating function. 
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This Williamsburg, Va., buiding was restored 
to its 1760s style.

For 
fire safety, there is а separation between the 


chimney and the roof. 


A Brief History of Style 


Rumford fireplaces have influenced chimney 
design in America for many years. Named after 
Count Rumford, who developed the style and pub- 
lished his first essay on fireplace design in 1796, 
they are known for their tall, slender construction 
and their ability to remove smoke from the room 
with little heat loss. As Rumford stated in one of 
his essays, the streamlined throat of the chimney 
was designed to “remove those local hindrances 
which forcibly prevent the smoke from following its 
natural tendency to go up the chimney.” 

Before 1796, fireplaces were deep, and the 
chimneys built to vent them were logically built 
outside of the exterior walls of the house. After 
1796, when shallow, reflective Rumford fireplaces 
swept the country, chimneys were built inside the 
house or were incorporated into exterior walls. It 
was easier to build chimneys directly over Rumford 
fireplaces than to slope the flues to reach through 
the wall to an exterior chimney. 

The Victorian era brought fancier chimneys, 
but the fireplaces were small coal or gas models 
that were patented variations of the older 
Rumfords. These fireplaces were also shallow, so 
the chimneys were, in general, still part of, or 
inside, the exterior walls of the house. 

Shallow fireplaces and interior chimneys lasted 
through the 1930s and ’40s. By the 1950s, central 
heating had become popular, and fuel was cheap, 
thus making fireplaces optional. Those homes that 
included fireplaces, basically re-invented them to 
suit contemporary architectural styles. Fireplaces 
were designed deeper than they had been for 150 
years to ees them from smoking, and, for the 
first time since the 18% century, chimneys were 
again built on the outside of the house. 

Fireplaces continued to be optional in the 
1970s and '80s, and they are to this day. Fireplaces 
and chimneys (increasingly sided with wood to 
hide metal chimneys) are now commonly tacked 
on the outside of the house. 

One can often tell contemporary period homes 
from authentic old homes by their chimneys. 
Even if the detailing is done well, the chimney 
location (interior versus exterior), size, and styling 
can often give away the actual date of fabrication.

porating chimneys made of brick rather than mud 
and wattle. Fire-prevention strategies included sepa- 
rating chimneys from the roof, and placing ladders 
on top. This way, it would be easy to access the roof 
and put out a potential fire. 

During the I9th century, when chimneys were 
almost always within the exterior walls of the house, 
a different fire-prevention strategy emerged. 
Chimney walls were made thicker, usually 8-in. thick 
instead of 4 in., as they passed through the roof and 
floors. Sometimes these chimneys were called barrel 
chimneys, because they featured a base (where they 
were thickened to pass safely through the roof), and 
narrowed to a shaft or barrel, corbeling out again for 
a drip edge at the top. 

Other [19th-century chimneys were massive with 
several flues or were part of heavy masonry walls, 
both designs that were deemed safe. This strategy 
worked because these chimneys were exposed to the 
outdoors or plastered on the inside, but they were 
not enclosed with combustible framing, This allowed 
the heat from the flues to be absorbed in the mass 
and to dissipate into the air around the chimney so 
the chimney would never get dangerously hot. Added 
mass, wall thickness, and heat dissipation were all 
good fire-prevention designs. Masonry, however, in 
spite of its mass, has proved to be a poor insulator. 
Although it takes a long time, the outside will 
eventually get hot. 

Fire-prevention strategies changed again in the 
post-WWII era, during the great house building 
boom. At this time, most houses were framed with 
wood. Other houses were veneered with brick or 
stone, but were not generally built of solid masonry. 
This choice of building materials was a problem that 
was only exacerbated by insulation difficulties. 
Insulation trapped heat, especially if the chimney was 
enclosed within a framed chase.

Contemporary 
Codes 


The codes that have 
gradually emerged 1 
the last 50 years 
require fireplaces and 
chimneys to be sepa- 
rated from com- 
bustible materials by 
an air space. Today, we 
can see that these code changes, which worked pret- 
ty well for conventionally framed houses, can lead 
to confusion, misunderstanding, compromise, and 
sometimes fire hazards when applied to older houses 
or other construction methods. 

Many questions arise. Should all combustible 
material be kept away from a chimney or just the 
framing? Is it okay for wood siding and interior trim 
like baseboards to touch the chimney? If not, how do 
you close off the air space? Not too many fireplaces 
are trimmed out with metal flashing. Can you 
insulate that air space? 

In an attempt to resolve some of the problems, 
the International Residential Code was recently 
amended, as follows: 

RIOOIL.II Fireplace clearance. Combustible 
material shall have a clearance of not less than 2 in. 
(SI mm) from the front faces and sides of masonry 
fireplaces and not less than 4 in. (102 mm) from the 
back faces of masonry fireplaces. The air space shall 
not be filled, except to provide fire blocking in 
accordance with Section В 1003.12. 


Exceptions: 


I. Masonry fireplaces listed and labeled for use 
in contact with combustibles in accordance with 
UL 127, and installed in accordance with the man- 
ufacturer’s installation instructions, are permitted 
to have combustible material in contact with their 
exterior surfaces. 


2. Combustible materials, including framing, 
wood siding, flooring, and trim, shall be permit- 
ted to abut the sides and hearth extensions, but 
not the backs, of masonry fireplaces, provided 
such combustible materials are a minimum of 12 
in. (306 mm) from the inside surface of the nearest 
firebox lining. 
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Sometimes, as the builder of this concrete masonry house found, it is easier to install a listed 
manufactured fireplace and wooden chimney than to interpret a code that wasn’t written with

3. Exposed combustible mantels or trim may be 
placed directly on the masonry fireplace front sur- 
rounding the fireplace opening provided such com- 
bustible materials shall not be placed within 6 in. 
(153 mm) of a fireplace opening. Combustible 
material within 12 in. (305 mm) of the fireplace 
opening shall not project more than 1/8 in. (3.2 mm) 
for each I-in. (25 mm) distance from such opening. 


RIOOL.I2 Fireplace fire blocking. АП spaces 
between fireplaces and floors and ceilings through 
which fireplaces pass shall be fire blocked with non- 
combustible material securely fastened in place. The 
fire blocking of spaces between wood joists, beams, 
or headers shall be to a depth of I in. (25mm) and 
shall only be placed on strips of metal or metal lath 
laid across the spaces between combustible material 
and the chimney. 


Codes Catch Up 


This code language is really straining to accommo- 
date the real and varied way houses are built today. 
The issue of fireplace and chimney fire prevention 
strategies should be reviewed from an historical per- 
spective to see what has worked over the long run 
and to develop a reasonable code that might work for 
old houses as well as modern ones. @

BOOK REVIEW: FIREPLACE ACCESSORIES 


[he Art Of The Fireplace

ona Z. Meilach, author of Architectural Ironwork, 

Decorative & Sculptural Ironwork, The Contemporary 

Blacksmith, and over 40 other art-craft titles, 
has outdone herself with her newest effort, Fireplace 
Accessories. This thoroughly researched book, profusely 
illustrated by a battery of accomplished photogra- 
phers, celebrates its long-neglected subject and offers 
the reader hundreds of design possibilities for 
virtually any and all interior-decor schemes. 

The book begins with an overview of the history 
of fireplaces and their accessories, with tantalizing 
photos that range from an adobe outdoor kiva fireplace 
to a central European stufa: the stove as functional 
furniture, richly adorned with Majolica tiles. This 
section even includes some fireplace screens of the 
rich and famous: the I7th-century Flemish artist 
Peter Paul Rubens and the American newspaper 
tycoon William Randolph Hearst. (Elsewhere, there's 
a glimpse of singer Bette Midler’s custom fireplace 
screen, inscribed with a favored song lyric!) 

There's also a survey of various chimney designs, 
with the twisted brick of Cardinal Wolsey’s 1 6th- 
century British palace and the flowing whimsy of 
Antonio Gaudi’s 20th-century Spanish innovations, 
along with more familiar constructions. Yet the real 
focus of Meilach’s book is the craft and art of fireplace 
accessories themselves, evoked in a breathtakin 
account of the skill of over 100 master blacksmiths 
from nine countries. The result is a gallery of 
imaginative metalwork which can stand as an 
engrossing art book in its own right, as well as a 
documentation of an international craft.

themselves, encompassing an exhaustive range of 
artistic styles and design concepts. 

The lengthy chapter on fire screens and doors is 
organized by aesthetic themes: “Plant and Other 
Organic Designs” displays bamboo shoots, 
pomegranates, oak leaves, ferns, and aspen trees in 
copper and iron; “Animal, Fish, and Fowl Designs” 
includes charming full-bodied birds and rabbits, 
silhouetted bison and beavers, and even stylized 
insects and sea horses. A further sub-category, 
“Geometric and Imaginary Designs,’ presents a 
dazzling spectrum of fanciful 
screens, inspired by everything from 
the Mongolian symbol for Eternal 
Hearth and mathematical grids to 
Indian artifacts and Japanese baskets. 
The screens also represent numerous 
architectural styles, including Art 
Deco, Art Nouveau, Adirondack, 
Prairie, and Arts & Crafts. 

Even more striking is Meilach’s 
chapter devoted to fireplace-tool 
sets, with in-depth accounts of tool

forged bronze and copper. At left is a set 
in the flowing rhythms of Art Nouveau 
design; at right, a natural evocation of 
cattails, complete with a perched bird. 


One chapter, "Inspiration and Perspiration,” follows 
the creation of a pair of ornate bi-folding fireplace 
doors in the French Neo-Classic style, from 
preliminary sketches and full-scale drawing to the 
hand-forged iron frame, the repoussé anthemion 
leaves, and the completed work. Elsewhere, a series 
of photos depicts the labor involved in fashioning 
fireplace tools from a flat metal bar. But the greatest 
tribute Fireplace Accessories pays to its artists is in the 
devoted representation of the finished products

up the entire unit. 


stands as well as wall-hung tools, in 
both all-metal and metal-and-wood 
constructions. If you think fireplace 
pokers and shovels are just 
anonymous implements for shoving 
around burning logs, think again: 
An array of designs depicts 
tools as gnarled wood and trim bamboo, sleek 
reptiles and surreal bugs, Victorian ornament, 
and modernist simplicity. 

As for the possibilities inside the fireplace, 
Meilach includes a chapter devoted to andirons, 
grates, and baskets, where andirons in the form of 
fanciful cats and gaping dragons jockey for your 
attention with sunflowers, mountain silhouettes, and 
even abstracted depictions of Clytemnestra and 
Agamemnon! Fire baskets are shown evoking 
medieval designs, Chinese constructions, and as 
always, the ever-popular animal and floral imagery. 
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Fireplace Accessories also has a chapter surveying 
surrounds, stoves, and ovens, with attention paid to 
such alternate fireplace options as the new designs of 
Rais & Wittus and the customized stylings of Bondi 
Metals. This section includes an account of the 
reconstruction of ап 18th-century cooking fireplace 
for a National Register house in Amherst, N.H. 
Despite the use of an adjustable fireplace crane 
(more common іп England and colonial 
Pennsylvania than in New Hampshire) and an integral 
damper to the bake-oven door (a I9th-century 
innovation), the result is thoroughly authentic in 
appearance, and just as importantly, fully functional 
as both fireplace and bake oven. Also covered in this 
chapter are outdoor fireplaces, fireplace hoods, and 
even such witty accessories as a silver sculptural 
teapot in the form of a hot-oven mitt. 

Meilachs love of her subject, which plainly 
informs every page of Fireplace Accessories, is perhaps 
most tangible in her chapter entitled “A Gallery of 
Details,” where her photographers zero in on minute 
nuances in the construction of screens, tool sets, and 
andirons. The reader is given a chance to relish the 
craft involved in re-creating the pattern of rose 
petals, the texture of carved wood, and the sensitive 
representation of animal imagery. Equally celebrated, 
however, is the human effort involved in the riveted 
joinery of an andiron, the elegant pleat in the fold of 
an unadorned screen, the craft of a handmade hinge, 
the careful styling of a lift latch with a fishtail scroll, 
or the sheer rhythm of a wall plate’s hook that holds 
a fire tool. 

The book includes contact information for 
artist-blacksmith associations in America and 
Europe, as well as outlines to guide the buyer who 
wants to work directly with an artist or with the 
gallery that represents a particular artist. These 
appendices will prove especially useful, because any 
reader who seriously peruses Fireplace Accessories will 
inevitably contract the same obsessive love that 


defines Meilach’s book. +

Seven of the best recent guides to Victorian glory, with examples worth reviving from 


Harlem to Hungary, are reviewed here.

John Moyr Smith includes murals, stained 

glass, furniture, wallpaper, textiles, metalwork, 
porcelain, sculpture, paintings, and graphics ranging 
from books and calendars to greeting cards and bank 
notes. He's best known, though, for his medieval- 
inspired pictorial tiles; Minton commissioned numer- 
ous series from him illustrating the likes of Greek 
poems, Shakespearean scenes, the Bible, and Sir 
Walter Scott's novels. Although these floral-bordered 
pieces are clearly Victorian, Moyr Smith was careful 
to render the figures’ costumes as historically accu- 
rate as possible; he was a scholar of his era's archae- 
ological digs and an expert on such arcane antique 
topics as Egyptian headdresses. 

A liquor dealers son from Glasgow, he spent most 
of his career around London, in the circles of inno- 
vative medievalists like Christopher Dresser. Moyr 
Smith collaborated often with Dresser, а fellow
